NEW ROAD ORDER MAY. 
BE A BEGINNING Ut 


BETTER HIGHWAYS 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PANAMA CITY—Road building is one 


of the improvements on which the hopes 


of the Panamanians depend, and partic-- 


ularly the agricultural natives, and the 
order‘just issued for the construction of 
a public highway from the city of David, 
in Chiriqui province, to Bequete Heights, 
initiates, it is hoped, a system of road 
building which eventually will cover the 
republic with a network of practicable 


avenues of communication. The people 
appreciate the advantages offered by 
good roads, and there is an unmistake- 
able demand in all parts of the interior 
for such highways. The apologies for 
roads which do duty as highways at 
present are the cause of an enormous 
money loss to the planters of: the coun- 
try, who-are hampered periodically in 
their attrmpts to convey their produce | 
to market. Naturally enough the small 
farmers are the greatest losers from 
this lack of enterprise which has hitherto 
displayed itself in regard to road mak- 
ing and maintenance. When wagon 
wheels customarily sink to the hubs, as 
they do at certain seasons, in the trav- 
eled highway, the farmer who has any 
amount of produce to haul has to make 
provision for the condition by keeping 
one or two more horses or other beasts 
of burden than he would if there were 
hard, firm roads. This is a heavy tax on 
his income. In cases where the road to 
market crosses streams that become un- 
fordable at certain seasons the incon- 
venience, not to say loss, are more con- 
since traftic for a time must 
be suspended altogether. 

The hope is often expressed that the 
Panama government will take this road 
work in hand seriously, and place al! 
lines of construction and /maintenance 
under the charge of competent technical 
men with experience in road building. It 
is probably not too much to say that 
one of the methods by which the govern- 
ment of Jamaica keeps the peasantry 
contented and well disposed is its careful 
attention to the roads of the island. Al- 
though it is a mountainous island its 
highways rank with the best in. the 
western hemisphere. An army of road 
menders is constantly employed repair- 
ing damages to. the roadbeds. 

An understanding of the serious atten- 
tion that is paid to this work may be 
had from the fact that a single night’s 
torrential downpour during the rainy sea- 
son has been known to cost the gov- 
ernment nearly $1,000,000 for repairs; 
yet this care is abundantly worth while, 
as has been proved time and again. 


AT ALL DISTURBED

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TWO NEW SCHOOLS 
READY FOR BOSTON 


HEART OF NEW-¥ORK' BY FALL SEMESTER 
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Today at 3 p. m. the new $160,000,000 
Pennsylvania railroad terminal in New 
York city will be formally opened. It is 
the largest structure of the kind in the 
world. The regular passenger service, 
however, will not begin until Sept. 8. 

A special train drawn by an electric 
locomotive will take President MeCrea 
and the board of directors and other 
high officials of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
read Company through the tunnel, and 
President MeCrea will declare it for- 
mally open, then returning to Philadel- 
phia. 

A bronze statue of the late Alexander 
Cassatt, who as president of the Penn- 
svVivania railroad conceived the idea. of 
building the terminal and tunneling 
under the Hudson river, to connect with 
the Pennsvivania system on the Jersey 
side, will, be unveiled and presented to 
President McCrea as head of the system. 

The opening of. the new terminal will 
mean much to New England, as the next 
step in the undertaking originally ar- 
ranged for by the Pennsylvania railroad 
will be the building of a bridge across 
Hell Gate from Long island to the upper 
part of Greater New York, thus forming 
a connecting link with New England. 

With this completed, a direct transcon- 
tinental connection will be made by 
which in a short time it will be possible 
to travel without change from the north- 
ern parts of Maine through New England 
to the West. The proposed tunnel across 
Boston will form part of this plan.

WASHINGTON An abstract of the 
report of the secretary of. the treasury 
shows that the national banks of Boston 
have resources aggregating $317,322,232, 
or three times those of Baltimore, and 
far preater than the resources of either 
Pittsburg or St. Louis. Only the banks 
of New York, Chicago and Philadelphia 
la e preater assets. 

The capital stock of the Boston na- 
tional banks is placed at $22,950,000, or 
810,000,000 more than that of Baltimore, 
nearly $2,000,000 more than St. Louis, 
&50,000,000 more than Philadelphia, but 
about %4,000,000 less than Pittsburg. 
New York, Chicago and Pittsburg out- 
rauk Boston in bank capitalization. 

In deposits the Boston banks show a 
total of $170,535.647. In this respect 
Philadelphia only distances the Hub by 
$4,000,000, while Pittsburg is $55,000,000 
behind and St. Louis is nearly $100,000,- 
000 behind. New York and = Chi- 
cazo show yreater deposits, though these 
ef Chicago are only $29,000,000 more 
than those of Boston.

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Statements that the increases in the 
cotton schedule Drought about by the 
Payne-Aldrich bill wer@ not only not 
asked for, but are unacceptable and have 
crippled the cotton business as a whole, 
have been made by two Boston men 
prominently identified with the industry. 

Manager Arnold B. Sanford of the 
Boston office of the American Cotton 
Yarn Exchange is quoted as declaring 
there was absolutely no reason for the 
increase in the cotton tariffs. 

J.D. Whitaker, manager of the cotton 
yarn end of the business of Fearing 
Whiton, one of New England's best 
known commission houses, is practically 
in accord with hini in saying: 

“Why the tariff should have been ‘jn- 
craased passes my comprehension. Mr. 
Aldrich, or perhaps Senator Crane, may 
be able to offer good reasons, but I am 
sure the manufacturers cannot. 

“As a result of the changes from the 
previous tariff the cotton business 
throughout New England is at a stand- 
still, and the domestic and foreign manu- 
facturers and the importers havé not 
been able to adjust themselves to the 
new conditions. 

“All we wanted was to be left alone. 
The importers naturally would have pre- 
ferred a reduction in the tariff, but fail- 
ing that, they joined with the domestic 
manufacturers in a prayer to Congress 
to be let alone. 

“What happened? Instead of the old 
tariff, under which we knew exactly what 
we had to pay on every class of varns, 
we find ourselves saddled with a mixture 
of ad vatorem and specific duties which 
have completely unbalanced the trade.” 

“Have you read Senator Bristow’s 
charges against Mr. Aldrich?” was 
asked. 

“[ have paid some attention to them, 
as they concern the business I am in,” 
Mr. Whitaker replied. “TI might point 
out that even if Mr. Aldrich is not di- 
rectly interested in any cotton industry, 
the manufacturers of rubber are so tied 
up with the cotton business today that 
though cotton is quite independent of 
rubber, the latter leans heavily 6n cot- 
ton.” 

The views of Mr. Sanford, who 
looked upon as one of the leading cotton 
men in the East, and who was chairman 
of the committees which framed the cot- 
ton schedules incorporated in the Wilson 
and the Dingley bills, support those of 
Mr. Whitaker.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL 0 


LEE STATUE DECISION, 


BEVERLY, Mass.— President Taft has 
a»proved, without comment, an cpinion 
by Attorney-General Wickersham to the 
effect that there is no provision of law 
by which the statue of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, in Confederate uniform, can be re- 
moved from Statuary hall in the Capitol 
at Washington. 

In addition to deciding the question on 
a purely legal .basis, Mr. Wickersham 
argues the matter from an ethical point 
of view, declaring that Lee has come to 
be regarded as typifying all that was 
best in the cause to which he gave his 
services, and the most loyal and unmur- 
muring acceptance of the complete over- 
throw of that cause. That the state of 
Virginia should designate him for a 
place in Statuary hall as one illustrious 
for distinguished military service, the 
at'orney-general declares, is both natural 
and warranted under the readfig of ine 
law. 

Mr. Wickersham’s opinion was called 
forth by protests to the President from 
the New York department of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. In his opinion, 
addressed to’and approved by the Pres- 
ident, - Attorney-General Wickersham 
says in part: — 

“IT have read the resolutions adopted 
by the N. Y. G. A. R. at Syracuse on 
June 23, and~ the communication of 
James Tanner with respect to them. 

“It is' probably. true that when this 
act was passed Congress did not con- 
template that any state would designate 
one or more of its citizens who were 
then engaged in warlike rebellion against 
the government of the United States as 
persons illustrious for their historic re- 
nown or for distinguished civic or mili- 
tary services, whose statues should be 
placed in this hall. 

“Nevertheless, perhaps, in the hope 
that what Mr. Lincoln so fittingly de- 
scribed ,as ‘this scourge of war’ might 
goon pass away, and that a reunited 
country might be realized, Congress 
placed no limitation in the act upon the 
exercise of the discretion of any state 
in selecting those persons whom it ‘may 
deem to be worthy of this national com- 
memoration.’ . 

“It is now 45 years since the civil war 
was closed. Robert E. Lee has come to 
be generally regarded as typifying not 
only all that was best in the cause to 
which at the behest of his native state 
he gave his services, but. also the most 
loval and unmurmuring acceptance of 
the complete overthrow ‘of that cause. 

“That the state of Virginia should 
designate him as one illustrious for dis- 
tinguished military services is, therefore, 
natural; that his statue should _ be 
clothed in the Confederate uniform, thus 
eloquently testifying to the fact that a 
magnanimous country has completely 
forgiven an unsuccessful effort to de- 
stroy the. Union, and that that statue 
should be ‘acc epted in the national Stat- 
uary hall as the symbol of the accept- 
ance without misgivings of a complete 
surrender and a renewed loyalty, should 
surely provoke no opposition. 

“But at all events, indgpendently of 
the question of taste, the att of Congress 
places no réstriction upon the designa- 
tion by the states of those whom they 
may desire to honor in this way, nor 
does it vest in any official any censor- 
ship concerning the design of the 
tume in which a statue shall be depicted.

based on a definite principle of utility. 

If it be understood that, in its way, a 
pocm should be as useful as @ spoon, this 
test of utility covers the whole ground 
of art, and anv so-called . art-product 
that does not fulfil a very definite duty 
in the most direct and simple way may 
be rejected with assurance by any one as 
spurious art. 

lettering, for instance, 
which every one comes into continual 
and intimate contact, but how many 
people know a good type from a bad one? 
Too often the subject is dismissed as a 
matter of taste, and we hear the old 
confession, “Of course, [I know nothing 
about it, 1 only know what I like.” This 
reprehensible state of things is rendered 
capable of correction for the most ignor- 
ant by this simply written handbook. 

Mr. Johnston demonstrates quite clear-

seems, Without conscious etlort on our 
part.

LONDON—Lovers of histdry will be 
interested in Lawrence Stratford’s “Ed- 
ward the Fourth” in Pitman’s “Makers 
of National History” series.

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CITY'S INFORMATION 
-BUREAN PROVES {TS 
~ VAWUE AT THE START 


The new information bureau estab- 
lished by a special act of the city coun- 
til on the urgent recommendation of 
Mayor John F. ritzgerald, has been in 
existence one month and in spite of the 
fact that July, has been one of the 
dullest months of the entire year for 
municipal activity along all lines the 
_volume of business done by the new bu- 
-reau has absolutely convinced Mayor 
Fitzgerald of its value. 

_ Therefore, plans are now under way 
_for extending the service of the bureau 
in the fall when it is proposed the citi- 
tens of ‘Boston shall enjoy the advan- 
' tages of what may be termed a 24-hour 
municipal service from all departments. 

This new bureau was established for 
the dissemination of information on all 
municipal subjects and to afford an op- 
portunity for , citizens: to register com- 
plaints about any phase of municipal 

—conditions. Within the past month the 
bureau, under the direction of Timothy 

Mooney, has more than met the expec- 
tations of the mayor and city ofitcials. 
It was not expected the bureau would 
more than get into good working orJer 
before September. 

Not only does the bureau give the 
citizens of Boston infarmation on all 
municipal subjects, but its organization 
has spread to all sections of the United | 
States and already a dozen requests have 
been received from chief magistrates and 
prominent citizens from all sections of | 
the country relative to municipal ques- 
—tions which these cities are trying to! 
solve and which it is believed Boston has 
- solved in a greater or less degree. 

The mayor promises that by Septem- 
ber dn extra clerk will be put on to give | 
a telephonic service with the heads of all | 
departments 24 hours in the day. The! 
director or clerk of the department will; 
be on duty from 6 a. m. until 9 p. m.,! 
and from then until morning a telephone | 

—service will. be so arranged that the' 

- policeman on duty at City Hall will: 

_answer any calls, and it will be possible | 

to secure immediate communication with | 
the head of any city department’in case. 
of conditions arising which need the’ 
attention of workmen or officials of the | 
various departments. 

For example, if there should be a break | 
in the water pipes in any section of the. 
city a citizen discovering it will be able | 
to communicate with the information | 
bureau at any hour of the day or night | 
and in turn the bureau will get in touch | 
with the proper officials and men ean} 
be started to repair the break at once. 

Up to date letters have been received 
asking information from Boston on many 
subjects from Los Angeles, Spokane, 

~Lynehburg, Va., several from New York, 
St. Paul, Milwaukee, Gainesville, Ga., 
Cape Charles, Va., Lowell and Montreal. 
The subjects of inquiry included, the 
lighting service of Boston, the city ex- 
penditures, Boston harbor, the public 
baths, city and county courts, supplies 
—for the city, real estate in Boston and 
vicinity, city property and historic sites.

Remaining cool is always a great help, 
and the slow, easy strokes are the best, 
better results being attained and the 
strength being reserved. 

After the swimming stroke is learned 
there are many other things which will 
come gradually to the swimmer, among 
them being the resting position, where 
one can lie flat on one’s batk in deep 
water, without moving a muscle, and 
take a good rest.

This 
all-over work is done upon handsome 
Jinen dresses and round the edges of

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SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
PIGEON PIE. 

Clean and truss the pigeons, stuff as 
chickens, sew up the openings, rub with 
butter and lay in a deep garthen pan 
buttered and having the sides lined with 
a good thick paste. Allow 1% ounces 
butter to a pigeon, cut in bits and put 
over them; sprinkle with salt, pepper. 
finely chopped parsley, one tablespoon 
flour and add one cup more water. 
Cover with thick, rich paste, cut out a 
small round from the center. 

CHICKEN SALAD. 

Chop cold cooked chicken meat into 
even sized pieces, not too small. Select 
tender stalks of celery, wash, scrape and 
chop into pieces about the size of the 
pieces of chiekeh.

TRANSPORTATION 
FACILITIES OF 


Four New Trolley Lines in 
the Kobe District Already 
Show Profitable Returns — 
American Materials Used. 


A BIG DEVELOPMENT 


WASHINGTON—As a further stage 
in the development of transportation fa- 
cilities in Japan, Consul David F. Wilber 
tells the bureau of manufactures of the 
opening of four new trolley lines in the 
Kobe district: 

The four miles of the Kove Electric 


Company’s line (18 miles contemplated), 
opened in April, cost $1,500,000 gold. The 
dynamos, rails, poles and air brakes are 
American, the running gear’ and ma- 
chinery of cars English, and the wood- 
work of cars and overhead wires Jap- 
anese make. The fare is 4'% cents, and 
the earnings for the first two weeks 
averaged $850 per day and expenses $230 
per day. 

The Minomo-Arima Kectric Railway, 
Company’s 18-mile line to mountain sum- 
mer resorts, opened on March 15, cost 
$2,000,000. The. rails, dynamos, boilers, 
and running gear and machinery of cars 
are American, the woodwork of cars and 
overhead wires Japanese make. Thie 
fare js 19 cents, and the 30 cars are 
earning $940 per day. 

The Keihan Electric railway, 28 miles 
long, was opened on April 15, connecting 
the important cities of Osaka and Kyoto, | 
and running through other large towns 
The $3,500,000 capital was expended 
and a debt of $1,250,000 contracted. The 

materials nearly all came from England, | 
though the overhead wires came. from 
the United States, while the woodwork | 
of the cars was made in Japan. ‘The | 
fare for the entire distance is 20 cents, 
and the daily earnings for the first two | 
weeks averaged $1500. The 
30 ears, with an 8-minute schedule, 
be supplemented by 20 cars with a 5- 
minute. schedule. The Keishin Electric 
railway, from Kyoto to Otsu, and the 
Uji Electric railway, from Fushimi_ to 
Uji, now building, will connect with this 
line. 

The Hyogo Electric railway opened its 
first section—from Hyogo to Suma—on 
March 15; it will extend 12 miles along 
the shore of the Inland sea to Akashi.

The ney electric railways just opened 
having paralleled the track of the gov- 
ernment steam railway from Kyoto. 
through Osaka and Kobe, as far as Suma, 
on the Inland sea, 
Imperial Government Railways, in order 
to meet the competition, have lowered 
the third-class fare for this section of 
the line to the same amount as that 
charged by the electric railway com- 
panies. They are also going to spend a 
large sum of money in track improve- 
ment and will put on more and _ faster 
trains. This will cause greater danger 
and inconvenience at the level crossings 
in Kobe, and the western railway admin- 
istration bureau will make the line 
through the city an elevated one.

The Sheldonian Theater 


The Sheldonian theater, Oxford, Eng- 
land, where Mr. Roosevelt delivered his 
Romanes lecture, was Sir Christopher 
Wren’s first public building. Its cost, 
according to a statement which Wren 
made to Evelyn, was £25,000. In that 
day it was considered completely to 
eclipse in beauty the gothic buildings by 
which it was surrounded, and one of the 
versifiers of the period, referring to 
Streater’s painted ceiling, said: 


“That future ages must confess they owe 
To Streater more than Michael Angelo.” 
Until 1714¢ the Sheldonian building 
roused the university printing press, and 
the printing was done in a room on 
the roof. 

Among famous scenes in the Sheldonian 
was the display of enthusiasm when, on 
the installation of the Duke of Welling: 
ton as chancellor in 1833, the winner 
of the Newdigate for the year recited 
a couplet in his poem which gloried in 
Napoleon’s downfall at Waterloo. The 
“Tracts for the Times” were themes for 
stormy debates in the Sheldonian; and 
it was there that Lord Beaconsfield de- 
clared: “I prefer to be on the side of 
the angels.” In the eighteenth century 
one of the most notable Sheldonian gath- 
erings was when Handel conducted the 
performance of his oratorio, “Athaliah,” 
which he had written for the occasion.— 
Exchange.

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EDITORIAL

THE events that are taking place in Spain 
at this moment entitle that country to our 
sympathy dnd intelligent: friendship. More 
puncchately, the question resolves itself into 
two heads,| a diplomatic and a political; the 
first concetning the concordat or agreement 
with the Vatican made in 1591, the second 
concerning) Premier Canalejas and the con- 
tinuance in office of his government. It is 
with him that we shall concern ourselves, 
but the political question, though. it assumes this particular concrete 
form, is but the climax to a series of events that have taken place 
through centuries. Senor Canalejas has said that he wishes, among 
other things, the advancement of public education and the advance 
of Spain in enlightenment aud liberty. With these objects that the 
Spanish premier has, no cithzen of the United States can fatl-to 
sympathize, and one must giye great credit to a, King and his prime 
minister that are willing to pursue these objects in the face of a social 
and political condition that |belongs to the middle ages. But they 
have done this and it is for the people of Spain that they are doing It. 
Senor Canalejas says that he wishes to make Spain modern; this 1s 
no more:than saying that he wishes to put his country in a position 
where it can avail itself of what may be called the rights of the 
modern world. When he says that if his party succumb it will be 
decadence, he strikes the note. This is not an age of decadence but 
of advance and light, and to deny these to Spain today is to declare 
one’s self an enemy to mankind. No patriot, no man that pretends 
to love the right, would lift a finger to bring back the wretched days 
of Godoy and of Isabella II. in our time. It is but thirty-six years 
ago that Alfonso NIJ. was called to the throne, after Amadeus of 
Aosta had found it impossible ahd the republic under Castelar had 
proved a failure. Alfonso’s work consisted largely in composing the 
civil war that the Carlists were always ready to foment. Since that 
time, say what its critics may, Spain has been much happier than if it 
had been bandied from one political adventurer to another. Great 
abuses have undoubtedly existed and as plainly need reform, but 
they will not be bettered by the convulsions of a state that needs 
quiet in finance and politics. A step in the direction of better educa- 
tion, greater religious toleration and a more modern view of political 
questions 1s a step toward the light, and the only one that can at the 
same time balk the forces of reaction and repress the violence of 
anarchy. If this step be not taken, Spain. must pay the penalty and 
continue to be regarded by a good part of the western world as still 
wrapped in the deep sleep of centuries that until today has held her 
inert and well mgh helpless, when it was her right to take her pl. ice 
among the nations. | 

At this juncture, the pretender, Don Jaime, has issued a mani- 
festo, in which fhe says that he will lead the people to battle. For 
what? It must either be to reduce them once more to what they 
now have a chance to escape through the plans of the Canalejas 
government, or it must be for the 1mpossible purpose of establishing 
a republican form of government under Bourbon auspices. The duty 
of the republicans in Spain is to support the government because 
they will obtain more from it than they ever could dream of getting 
from Don Jaime and his supporters. If the more advanced part of 
the progressive element in Spain should join hands with the pretend- 
er’s party and should happen to~\in for the time, they will have 
risked much only to set up a master whose sympathy with popular 
government and progress 1s only measured by ambition. — Senor 
Canalejas has spoken as a patriot, and as patriots all men in Spain 
should hearken to what he says. It is said that he has the support 
of his King, in which case the duty 1s all the greater for Spaniards 
whose loyalty thas always been very strong, but the greater object 
of loyalty should be Spain itself, that she may partake in reasonable 
and solid fashion of those advantages and those rights which her 
foes seek to deny to her. 
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It MAY be that President Taft Ss proposition that the proper 
length of the popular summer vacation should be two months instead 


of two weeks will prove the winning stroke that will help him to get 


almost the unanimous labor vote in the next presidential election. 


It 1s announced from Beverly that President 
Taft is more deeply concerned at present 
with regard to the progress being made in 
the construction of the Panama canal than 
with any other public question. Ttis would 
lead to two inferences, najnely, that in his 
estimation there is no other matter of a 
public nature at this tinye which compares 
in wnportance with the success ful prosecu- 
‘tion of our work on the isthmus, and that, 
in his opinion, his administration through future vears will be iden- 
tified with this magnificent achievement m@fe closely than with 
any other. i 

Whether or not he is right in these Ari ws, the, fact becomes 
apparent to anybody who gives serious thought to the matter, that 
the successful carrying out of our plans 3 yt P nama 1s of the deepest 
national moment, and that the speedy ¢ ry) pletion of the work is 
of next importance. It speaks well for _far-sightedness of our 
chief magistrate, and for the breadth i; Ais vision, that he will 
permit nothing of momentary interest - tit shut; from his gaze the 
tremendous operations that are silently./Pfit steadily being pressed 
forward under the direction of ColoneGoethals. It is only fair 
to attribute to the President the highest f Byer ce ge motives in this 
connection, but it does not detract ffm thesr moral value that 
sound political sense may have had nuh to do with giving them 
form. As a means of avoiding too/strong a tendency toward 
questions upon which his party is divided—the tariff, conservation, 
the special interests, etc., etc.—a solid proposition, such as that he 
who has taken’ such a great interest in the prosecution of the work 
should be permitted to watch over it to completion, would make an 
issue acceptable to the c mservative element of our population in 1912. 

Alarmists may find much basis for: speculi ation in the concern 
of President Taft over the completion of the Panama canal when 
taken in connection with disquieting réports from the far east. 
But today we are at peace with the world. For this reason it 
will be wise for the United States to take all precautions necessary 
that no nation commit a breach‘of this peace. Conservatively con-

peace among world powers, and the earlier it is finished the safer

AT THE root, if not the very root itself, of 
the prevailing high cost of living is the 
utter inadequacy of our. machinery of 
distribution. It does not affect the main 
proposition that this machinery has been 
marvelously developed and improved during 
the last fifty years. The fact remains that in 
different parts of the United States products 
of the soil that would command good prices 
if distributed among the markets in which 
there is a demand for them, are either selling at prices unprofitable 
to the producers or rotting 1n the ground or in cellars. 

Two illustrations are timely and impressive. According to a 
correspondent of Wallace’s Farmer, an agricultural journal of high 
standing, tens of thousands of bushels of potatoes in certain parts 
of Ohio will be thrown away because the price offered for them— 
10 cents a bushel—will not pay the cost of handling them. Yet, 
twenty miles away, in a city, potatoes bring 60 cents a_ bushel. 
Farther away they command prices running from twice to four 
times this price. In Colorado and other states the same conditions 
exist. In Georgia and other parts of the South the loss suffered 
by peach growers this season by reason of their inability to reach 
markets with their fruit have been enormous. A contemporary 
in one section says with reference to the matter, “Probably some 
one, some day, will be able to work out a plan whereby comnjon 
carriers will have to serve the people better’; and a contemporary 
in the other section says, “Somebody is to blame fer this plain 
neglect, that has robbed Georgia of the benefits the state had a 
right to expect from a bumper crop of peaches. From the present 
published statement of I. M. Ieming, manager of the Georgia 
fruit exchange, that responsibility seems to tall on the railroads.” 

The condition is not a new one. It has been with us tor 
more than a generation. It was with us when the farmers of Iowa 
and Kansas plowed their ripened crops into the soil and burned 
corn in the husk for fuel. It 1s a condition that will cling to us 
so long as we shall be content with finding fault with the railroads 
instead of taking steps looking to an expansion and improvement 
of our transportation facilities commengurate with the growth and 
the -requirements of the country. One of the greatest needs of 
the nation and its people today 1s an immense enlargement and 
general betterment of our machinery of distribution. The producer 
and the consumer must be brought closer together. We are only 
inthe infancy of railroad development. We are at the point where 
we should encourage and stimulate the construction of transportation 
lines, and we make a tremendous mistake when we place undue 
obstacles in the way of capital that 1s seeking an outlet in 
this direction.

those embraced in forest reserves. Secretary 
Wilson, touching upon the matter, says that 
the forest reserve withdrawals were hastily 
made, and that there is much land within 
their boundaries as they at present exist more valuable for 
agricultural purposes than for timber. 

The Northwest 1s clamoring for the release of land now tied 
up in forest reservations, and it 1s doubtless a fact that the pressure 
brought to bear on the administration in this respect is very great. 
In responding to it, Secretary Wilson, with the sanction of the 
President, is simply recognizing and allowing a claim which is 
supported by very strong and quite legitimate backing. 

It 1s hardly fair to assume that the conservationists will be 
unreasonable in this matter. If it can be shown by the secretary 
of agriculture that this land is of the character de scribed, the friends 
of forestry will experience trouble in any effort they may put forth 
to bring the motives of the administration into question. It must 
be ¢onceded even by their greatest enemies that the conservationists 
must see the necessity at this tinte of taking a course which will 
recommend itself to the public for its very reasonableness. 

There must be no backward step in conservation, but a cause 
which appeals so strongly to the judgment and the sympathy of the 
average man of intelligence must not be weakened by fanaticism on 
the part of its chi ampions, and, to be per fectly just, there are no rood 
reasons for believing that it will be. For ex ample, there are no good 
reasons for anticipating that the conservationists will, through blind 
devotion to their cause -oppose every proper step taken by the 
administration towara tue dev elopment of public lands.

state. The people, as soon as they understand them, quickly become 
friendly to men with ideals, and that is the reason why they respbct 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Pinchot. The first named gentleman had this 
ideal: he thought that having sworn to serve the people he ought 
to serve them, that he ought to tell the truth, see to it that it was 
told him-and above all, in questions touching the well being of the 
State consult his own profit not at all. There were those who 
reprehended and smiled at this attitude, so “academic, so much 
that of the tHeorist. But Mr. Hughes showed them something 
new to them bhit very old, that to do right has always been the law 
and has always been within practise. They balked at this; being 
unaccustomed to the rarer air of honesty, they treated it with some 
reluctance and manifested their displeasure in sundry speeches and 
legislative. votes that have at least afforded them ample 
advertisement. As long as Governor Hughes preferred to be at 
Albany, these gentlemen could not unseat him or cut him off from 
the people's strong approbation, and he has only left Albany tor 
a higher fieldbof service though by no means more important. 

Mr. Pinchot, too, has had ideals and stands by them, though 
for the time being he has not been quite so fortunate in his official 
career as Mr. Hughes. He, too, thought that the people ought to 
have what they were paving for and that their interests were 
paramount to those of men that would use the public property for 
private gain. He, too, thought that the duty of the public servant 
was to serve the public. But Mr. Pinchot was lacking in the 
refinements of subordination, he was without that delicate 
lovalty required in the department of the interior and one 
unhappy day saw himself shut off from Mr. Ballinger's 
favor and without the smile of Mr. Taft. This might have 
made a weaker man reckless, but your idealist 1s obstinate in his way; 
Mr. Pinchot believes that right was right whether he stayed in office 
or not, and that it was apart from himself or any other, and much 
greater. Therefore, it is that he thinks quite what he thought before 
Mr. Ballinger and he differed. and stands ready as before to see the 
people's rights respected, their property protected, their noble country 
guarded from the vulgar hands that can only grasp.

WHEN Secretary knox made his now well- 
known proposition to certain of the powers 
that they should participate with the United 
States in a railway loan in China, he was 
criticized by foreign diplomats for his 
course. Whatever lack of diplomatic ex- 
perience he may have discovered in making 
this proposition or whatever deficiencies he 
showed in that acquaintance with foreign 
affairs and susceptibilities so necessary and 
fitting im a minister having to do with such matters. nevertheless 
these columns praised the largeness ot idea that characterized Mr. 
Knox's proposals and would again praise him tor it. But the other 
powers trom the nature of their situation and by their longer exist- 
ence have become more versed in the play of international relation, 
and im consequence have come to understand the necessity of a 
nations considering most caretully every diplomatic step ‘that it 
may take. International: -politics is a game in which a great number 
of plavers insist on taking part and it 1s seldom that a move can 
be made init that does not atfect all. 

or this reason it is not surprising that some doubt should 
be expressed in government circles in France over what Secretarv 
Knox may intend in the matter of raising a loan to. consolidate 
Liberia's debt. We can feel no doubt about Secretary Knox’s inten- 
tions; they are simply those of enabling a government that in the 
past received America’s friendly assistance to put itself in a sound 
financial condition. Whether, in order to assure the means whereby 
this shall be done, a loan shall be raised and America be given a 
hand in collecting the Liberian customs, is a matter that can be 
settled without much difficulty. It 1s with the absence of the 
assurances that the, Paris Temps thinks ought to accompany the 
proposal, that it expresses dissatisfaction. It argues very reasonably 
that it does not think that the United States has anv particular 
reason for establishing itself territorially in Africa, and that its 
Own insistence on ee Monroe doctrine affects it with a duty to 
apply its theory 1 Africa, where it has no possessions, but where 
foreign powers te ave and where the question of territory and frontier 
is a very concrete one indeed. It admits very justly that in the 
present proposal it sees no hint of a step toward gaining territory 
in Africa, but says that the terms of such a loan as that proposed 
and its guarantees night lead to “disguised political intervention.” 
We do not think that there is anv danger of this, but concede the 
reasonableness of the contention of the Temps. because while it ts 
a plain duty of the United States to uphold the Monroe doctrine 
in relation to South America, there 1s an equal duty imposed not 
to interfere in the affairs of other powers. The United States 
government has betore it a task for all its powers in governing the 
territory it now possesses and protecting its relations with South 
Amertiea, and it 1s for this reason that we can welcome the reasonable 
contentions of so weighty a critic as the Temps.
